Mr. Speer on Pareels Post.

In his speech favoriog an establishment
of the parcels post, made on the tloor of
the House of Representatives last Thurs-
day, Hon, Peter M. Speer referred 1o the
strunge snomuly In the roral service that
has transportation lines between the citles
and the eountry districts, and yet will
not psrmit the carriers to eurry artioles,
Mr, Speer said:

“While the rural earrler ¢omes to the
farmer's door with the dally mail, and
while the farmer may want sowme little
article of merchandise brought to bim,
which be may need, yetl that rural carrier
i# not permived to bring it. He goes on
with his wagon empty, The farmers
themselves bavo built, a8 wo all know,
what we call farmers’ telephone lines, so
thut they are now not only In communi-
ontion with each other in that quick way,
but also with the towns sand with the
stores at which they deal, They can
phone to their store for apything they
may need, but how is it to be brought to
them? The country storekeepers in the
small towns can pot afford to send Lhose
artieles out, The farmer, if be needs the
artigle, will bave to quit his work and
spend half a day in golng for 1t.  If be
ueeds & plowpojot, If he finds that some-
body s coming to visit him to-morrow
and e wants a few pounds of tea, Lhere
i8 no way that it can be brought to him,
and yet this rural earrier is going to pass
tha door and could sasily bring whatever
article is needed and deposit it there, if
permitied to do so by our laws,

“When this rural service was begun Lhe
carrier was permitted lo bring these
little articles, but it is not pérmitted now,
That Is & part of the rural servies which
would be beneficinl to the country people,
and in u like way a similar service to that
would be bepeficinl, I belisve, over the
entire conutry. Why is it we can not
bava i?

“It i m strange thiog (st we should
boast that we are the most civilized, the
most advanesd of wll nations, and thut we
have the fréest goyernment of aoy in the
world, sod yet heve not this parcels-post
system, while every other clvilized na-
tion in the world has it, and many of
Lhose that can not claim 1o be more than
balf eivilized. They have it even Chion,
and ivis sucoessful therse, Why is it we
can uot have it here? The people are de-
manding it, the Post Ofies Dapariment is
in favor of it, and have been advoestiog
it for years, nnd yet it is lmpossible Lo got
this legislstion through,"*

In these romarks Mr, Speser voiced the
wonder of many  people throughout the
vountry, who cannot understaod why
with expensive foilities for transporting
nriicles, they are not atitized, Mr, Speer
then referred to the opposition ol the ex-
press companies to the system, and the

Clarion Water Charters Granted.

In a dispatoly from Harrishurg under
date of Z4h Inst. Is given the following
facts concarning the charter grants on the
the Clarion river, We are afrald  the
corresapondent is too optimistio as 10 the
death of the applieations for similar rights
on Tionesta creek, and (hat our people
should not ba lulled to sleep by these
“quisting” stories, but should keep a
sharp #ye on what's transpiring at the
State eapitol;

When the State Watar Supply Com-
mission decided to grant charlters to the
campanies applyiog for Incorporation to
ostalilish dams along the Clarion river
for the purpose of furnishing water for
powsr and other purposes, it stipolated
that the applicsnts should comply with
vertaln provisions devised for the pro-
tnotion of the people residing or owning
property along the stream. At (he same
time the commission beld up the applica-
tions for charters to companies thet pur-
pose damming Tlone-ta crevk and divert-
ing its waters into the Clarion by tunnel,
It Is probable that the people slong the
Tionosts, who made such vigorous pro-
test, will never hear of the applications
agnin, as the tendency in the commission
Was [0 postpone aotion from time Lo Lhime,
and let the applications die a oatural
death, At the mesting of the conimission
yostarday the Tionests charters were nol
taken up or considered io any way.

The commislon, however, adopled a
set ol restrictions for the Clarion riyer
companies which the latier must acoepl
or they will not be chariered. These pro-
visions are the result of wuch jovesiign-
thon on the part of the commission, and
are as follows:

“Provisions to be attached to the ap-
proval of the charter applications of the
Clarion river water power project.

“Approved the — day of —, A. D
1912, upon the following conditions:

“That the company hereinabove named
shall not constroct, erect, or bulld any
dam, wall, wing-wall, wharl, pler, em-
bankment, abutment, projection, or
other obstruction, In or slong any river
or stream, nor in Aany manuer change or
diminish the counrse, carrent or Cross soe-
tlon of any river or siream ublesssnd un-
til the company herelnabiove named shall
have submitted to the Water Supply
Cowmission of Peonsylyania complets
maps, plans, protiles and speeltications
aod such other information and dats as
the sald Water Supply Commission of
Penpavivania may deem necessary ri-
lating to any propossd dam, wall, wiog-
wall, wharf, pier, embankment, abnt-
ment, projection, or other obstruction,
and a majority of the members of the
Water Supply Commission of Pennsyle
vania shall have approved the same:

*“That within 12 montbs after the dale
of the issuance of letters patent there
shall be presented 1o the Water Supply
Commission of Ponnsylvania the follow-
ing dats, determined by actusl physical
inspeelion, test and survey:

““An scourate map of the area fooded
by each dam, with contours sufficient to
caleualate the quantity of water imponded
at varfous depths, also revised dats con-
cerning rainfall, runoff, available storage,
and the effect upon them by drought or
freshot conditions, Also the extent lo
which the reservoirs formed ca’ be used
to ameliorste floods o the Clarion and
Allegheny rivers,

“Design of each dam with spillways,
drains, and other sppuriensnees, show-
ing its proportions, with stress diagrams,
demoustrsting the stability sand adspt-
sbility to the site selectad,

“Definite information obtained by
sultable investigation concerning the
character of foundation upon which the
dam will rest, and of the geological strue-
ture of the side slopes of the valley,

“Method proposed ior utilizing 1he
waler power, in sufficlent detall 1o advise
the Water Supply Commission of Penn-
syivania of the location and ohuaracter ol
power station, with its equipment, snd of
the distribution ol the power developed.

“The data as to side slopes, fonndation,
proportions of dam, spillway, power sta-
tion, and other appurtenances, (o be se-
companied by reporis from atl least two
sogineers of recognized standiog, and
familiar with similar structures as to
thelr stabllity, efficiency, and adapts-
bitity for the purposa and location indi-
cated,

“That the requirements of the corps of
enginesrs, United Siates army, in charge
of the Allegheny river, as to the minl-
mum stream discharge, must be sm-
bodied in apy plan oy usivg the waler
stored, as woll as the rights of lower ri-
parian owners to bave svallable at ull
times at least the minimom stream fow,
as determined by the Water Supply Com-
mission of Pennsylvanis wust be pro.
leoted;

“That the construction of the dam
must be under the persooal supervision
of an epginesr skilled in this branch of
his profession, who must be constantly
represontsd by competent Inspectors to
insure that the construction Is carried out
In strict conformity with the plans and
specifications which may be approved by
the commission, this to be entirely iode-
pendent of such inspéction and oversight
a6 the commission elects to give 1o the
work,

“That the company harsinabove named
must satlsfy the commission, by wrilten
testimony, before the expiration of I8
months from the date of (he issnance ol
lstters patent, of their ability to carry the
constraction forward promptly and con-
Houously, a requirement which is de-
manded by the influsenos which the pro-
posed lwprovement will bave upon the
property values nffected,

“That the operation of reservoirs, in so
fir as the control of floods wnd the main-
tenance of low water flow s concerned,
shall be subiject to the dirsction and juris-
dietion of the Watar Supply Commission
of Penusylvania;

“That in disposing of the power pro-
duoed by the said company, the prefer-
ence shiall be given 1o individuals, cor-
porations or communities within the
Stute of Pennsylvanin upon equal terms
and conditions of payment for the same,
